abliity of sending a tolegram In the
Senate chamber and thers SEweet and 1
tad gminsd Shoup's consent that his
name should be affized. The subject
was not ona that we cared 1o discuss
ugain and thet is why we said nothing
about it in the Senate restaurant. I
am confident that even Senator Shoup
will uphold me in this statement.”
